A MONSTER OF THE DEEP, 
-Tho Australasian says i—A strange story 
is told by the officers of the island steamer 
Emu, which reached Sydney on February 
22. 


Mr 4.G, Bell, the aupercargn, saya :-— 
‘ After the steamer left Mamihiki it return-

to Sydney, and while there the natives 
carelessly remarked that “One big 
devil” from the sea was washed ashore 
two months ago, They did not know its 
name, but it had two heads. We wont 
along the beach to where the igantio 
enimal lay, and long before we reached the 
scene of the stranding.the stench ta’ so 
horvihle thut-wo were on the point of aban- 
doning “the catch.”
